In order to (demonstrate the length 


of time ttife Holland submarlnt torpedo 
boat can remain below water and still 
support human life, the Fulton, with 
three officers and a crew of five men, 
was submerged in the harbor Satur- 
day nltfht, and did not come to the 
surface again until 10 o'clock Sunday 
morning, a period of fifteen hours. The 
test is the severest ever attempted, 
anil a large number of spectators as- 
sembled on the company's wharves, 
and watched the boat sink slowly be- 
neath the water with uer daring crew.

To Continue Chinese Exclusion 


The Chinese Exclusion Convention 


which was in session for several days 
last week completed its work Friday 
v/ith the adoption o. the lollowmg res- 
olutions: 


"tirst. We demand the continuance 


of existing treaties with China and the 
re-enactment of the Geary exclusion 
Law. 


"Second. We recommend that 
the 


California delegates in Congress act 
unitedly in the presentation of a L.U 
to accomplish this purpose, and use 
their utmost endeavors to secure its 
immediate enactment into a law/' 


As a supplemental report, the Com- 


mittee on 
Resolutions presented 
a 


statement, which was adopted, recog- 
nizing the menace to the industrial 
conditions on the coast of the rapidly- 
increasing number of Japanese 
and 


other Asiatic immigrants, and asking 
that the matter be referred to the Ex 
ecutive Committee, with instructions 
to take such steps as may be neces 
sary to secure all possible protection 
from tne eviis set forth. 


The convention also adopted a me- 


morial stating at lengtii the reasons 
why the continued restriction of Chi- 
nese and other Asiatic immigration is 
demanded by the people 01 the Pacific 
Coast. 


According to advices from the Orient 


considerable excitement 
prevails 
in 


China over the attitude of the United 
States relative to the exclusion law. 
As the present exclusion law expires 
in May, 1902, the ^a.sis o. the fears 
of the Chinese Is that a new law will 
be enacted of such a stringent nature 
that many of the privileged class will 
be barred from returning, and hun- 
dreds are preparing to rush to the 
United States before the law expires.
